In the Senate, some take the 
attitude that everybody loves Lyn­ 
don and Lyndon loves everybody. 
The tall Texan is the leader of 
the Senate Democrats, and tries 
to shepherd them around like a 
big, happy family. 
Criticizes Handling 
So when 
Proxmire, 
43, 
laced 
into Johnson, 51, Monday it was 
like hearing a lieutenant tell the 
general he was getting too big for 
his britches. 
His complaint in effect was that 
Johnson handles the Senate Dem­ 
ocrats 
undemocraticallv. 
Prox­ 
mire said Johfison runs the par­ 
ty's program in the Senate with­ 
out 
consulting 
the other 
Demo­ 
crats. 
“The typical Democratic sena­ 
tor has literally nothing to do with 
determining 
the 
legislative 
pro­ 
gram and policies of this party in 
the Senate,’’ he said. 
Proxmire, who won the Senate 
seat of the late Sen. Joseph Mc­ 
Carthy in 1957 and then won re- 
election to a full six-year term last 
year, demanded that the 64 Dem­ 
ocratic senators be called together 
for a conference or caucus before 
m ajor party decisions. 
Favors Regular Meetings 
He said he thought that if John­ 
son had regular meetings with his 
fellow-Democrats 
it 
would 
im­ 
prove the leadership. 
None of this is likely to improve 
Ihe 
popularity 
of 
Proxmire 
for 
two reasons: 
1. He has started a family fight 


among Democrats — much to the 
Republicans’ delight. 
! 
2. Johnson, who sees to it that 
he does a lot of favors for his 
fellow Democrats, has a lot of loy­ 
al supporters among them. 
And Johnson, a very sensitive 
and 
egotistical 
man. 
is 
hardly 
likely to enjoy getting his hair 
mussed. He was ill in Texas Mon­ 
day but he didn't lack for friends 
I to champion him against the Prox­ 
mire assault. 
For instance: Sen. Richard Neu- 
berger, 
Oregon 
Democrat,

Proxmire a man ‘.‘should whistle

said Proxm ire not only had re­ 
ceived favors from Johnson in the 
| past but had “ probably buttered 
i up the m ajority leader more than 
any other senator.'' 
All Seem Irritating 
Proxmire, 
who considers 
him­ 
self a liberal, acknowledged hav­ 
ing said m any nice things about 
Johnson. Neuberger also considers 
himself a liberal. 
Apparently the whole Democrat­ 
ic chain of command in the Sen­ 
ate has been irritating Proxmire. 
He was an Army lieutenant 
in 
World W ar II and, in length of 
| Senate service, is still a lieuten­ 
ant compared with the power that 
goes to oldtimers. 
Senate plums—that is, commit­ 
tee chairmanships — are handed 
out not on the basis of ability but 
on length of service. 
They go to those senators who

The present minimum 
age is 14. 
Flow of Bills Slows 
In the Assembly, the Republican 
and D em ocratic leaders hopped on 
a GOP bill fhat would have widen­ 
ed the attorney general's powers 
to deal with unsafe conditions in 
m ig ran t labor cam ps. The bill was 
sent back to com m ittee, where it 
will die. 
The flow of new bills to the Sen­ 
ate and Assembly desks slowed

But revived was another con­

The first step, is to scald o* 
cup of milk. Turn off the heat, 
then stir in \i cup of sugar, 1>2 
teaspoon of salt and !<* cup of 
shortening.

hot, w ater into a mixing bowl. 
Test it with your finger . . . it 
should feel warm, but not un­ 
comfortable.

packages of active dry yeast and 
stir until dissolved. Add the luke­ 
w arm milk mixture. But tost it 
first to be sure it’s not too warm. 
Then add two beaten eggs. I t’s 
a good idea to have all ingredi­ 
ents at room temperature when 
you’re baking yeast-raised prod­ 
ucts. In the winter, particularly, 
products straight from the re­ 
frigerator can chill the mixture 
and 
retard 
the 
action of the 
yeast. It will still work, mind 
you, but it will take longer. 
S tir in about 2 la cups of flour 
and beat until smooth. Always 
be sure to sift the flour just be­ 
fore measuring it. It will make 
a difference in the measurement. 
Add about 2 , a cups of addi­ 
tional flour. You need a little 
more or a little less depending 
on 
the characteristics of 
the 
particular flour you use. The 
dough should have a rough dull 
appearance and be a little sticky 
to handle. 
S tir until an irregular ball 
forms and comes away from the

Form the dough into a flat 
ball. Then you knead, and this 
is how you do it. Fold the dough 
tow ard you with a rolling mo­ 
tion, using the fingers of both 
hands. Push the ball of dough 
away from you using the heels 
of your hands. Turn the dough 
one q u arter the way around and 
repeat the folding, pushing, and 
turning steps in a nice even 
ryhthm. Do this from 5 to 10 
minutes, until the dough feel 
springy and is not sticky any 
longer. 
Form the dough into a ball. 
Press the top of the dough ball 
into a greased bowl . . . then 
turn the dough over. Cover with 
a clean cloth and let rise in a 
w arm place, free from draft, 
until doubled in bulk. 
It should take about one hour. 
But you can use this little test 
as a check. Insert two fingers 
deep into the dough. When you 
withdraw 
your 
fingers, if the 
holes remain, the dough has prob­ 
ably dbubled. 
Punch down the dough with 
your fist. Pull the sides into the 
center. Turn out on a lightly 
floured board. I t’s now ready to 
shape. But it’s easier to work 
with the dough . . . and keeps 
its shape better after rolling if 
you let it rest 10 to 15 minutes. 
Form the dough into a ball on 
a lightly floured surface. Cut it 
in half with a sharp knife. Roll 
each half of the dough into a 
rectangle about 14x9-inches. 
Sprinkle with 1/3 cup or rais­ 
ins. If you prefer, you can use 
currants instead. Then sprinkle 
with 
cup of sugar mixed with 
1 teaspoon of cinnamon. Roll up 
like a jelly roll so that the roll 
is 9-inches long.

"H ere is your habeas corpus."

ALBANY, N. Y. (AP) — West­ 
chester County wants the state to 
take over the Saw Mill River, the 
Cross 
County 
and 
Hutchinson 
River parkways. 
The highways need extensive r e ­ 
construction and only the state can 
handle 
the 
job, 
a 
nine-member 
delegation 
told 
Gov. 
Rockefeller 
yesterday. 
The delegation stressed that the 
traffic volume was of an interstate 
and 
inter-county 
nature, 
rath er 
than local. 
Estimates of the cost of rebuild­ 
ing the roads range from 62 to 87 
million dollars. 
The Cross County Parkw ay job 
would cost about 17 million, the 
Hutchinson River Parkw ay would 
take 40 to 60 million, and the Saw 
Mill Parkway from 5 to 10 million.

estimates were 
made 
by 
Madigan-Hyland, 
New York City 
consulting engineers, who also said 
present tolls would produce only 
25 million dollars toward recon­ 
struction bonds. 
The Westchester County 
P ark­ 
way Authority operates part of the 
system. It charges 25-cent tolls. 
After Monday’s closed meeting, 
an administration spokesman said 
a detailed study of the problem 
would be made by representatives
